CALL TO ORDER: Commissioner Moran called the meeting to order at 2:05 p.m., July 19, 2016.
ROLL CALL: Upon the roll being called, all were present.
APPROVAL OF MINUTES: Upon a motion by Commissioner Troy, seconded by Commissioner Malecek, the minutes
of the regular meetings of July 7, 2016 and July 14, 2016 were approved as follows: "AYES": Commissioners: Moran,
Troy, and Malecek. "NAYS": None.

OPEN TO THE PUBLIC: Commissioner Moran asked if anyone in the audience wished to address the Board.
Commissioner Moran introduced Mitchell Sabitsch; a 4th grade student representative from St. Gabriel’s School.
Mitchell is interested in becoming active in politics when he gets older.
Mr. John Muzik, of 45 Coventry Drive in Painesville Township, referred to an article he read in the News-Herald and
asked for more information regarding Treasurer Fende’s program for delinquent taxes.
Commissioner Troy stated that there is permissible activity under the law that permits the County Treasurer to
contract with an outside private firm or technically, like a bounty hunter, for collection of delinquent taxes. He
stated that these are delinquent tax obligations and are subject to a 10% penalty to fund the Landbank and an
additional 5% penalty through the Treasurer’s Office. These tax liabilities are sold off to private firms and then those
firms are permitted to assess up to an additional 18% penalty on those taxpayers.
Mr. Muzik asked if the delinquent taxes that were collected would go directly to the General Fund. Commissioner
Troy responded that the taxes are disbursed to the appropriate agencies or programs for which the taxes are levied.

Mr. Tim Miller explained that
the homeowners have voluntarily allowed for the purchase of their properties. Mr. Miller stated they have been
working closely with Concord Township and no County funds will be utilized. The funding for this acquisition is
through FEMA, OPWC, Clean Ohio, and Concord Township. FEMA funds are permissible for this acquisition due to
the repetitive flooding and loss of structure. Concord Township Administrator, Ms. Kathy Mitchell, thanked the
County for their assistance and stated this land will become passive recreation for the residents. The foregoing

UTILITIES – Commissioner Troy asked Sanitary Engineer, Mr. Randy Rothlisberger, whether there has been
an increase in water consumption due to the extremely dry weather conditions we have been
experiencing. Mr. Rothlisberger responded that pumpage has increased by approximately 25% and
normal daily consumption is between 9-10 million gallons. Right now, the plants are at approximately 12-
13 million gallons of usage per day. He stated that both the Aquarius Water Treatment Plant and the
Bacon Road Plant are producing about the same numbers.
